More Social Security 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — More 
than 3.7 million Americans, in­ 
cluding former slaves and vet­ 
erans of the Indian wars, will 
get bigger social s e c u r i t y 
checks this week. 
Under the librealized social 
security benefits enacted by 
Congress earlier this year, one 
out of every four persons draw­ 
ing social security will get a 
bigger check. 
The oldest of the benefi­ 
ciaries, Charlie Smith of Polk 
City, Fla., will get a $7 raise 
to $47 a month. Smith, 118 
years old, was seized off the 
coast of Liberia when he was 
12 and sold in the New Orleans 
slave market in 1855. 


Radioactive Rain 
TAIPEI (Æ) — The Formosa 
weather bureau reported today 
that rain falling on Formosa 
had become more radioactive 
because of the Soviet nuclear 
test last Friday. It said rain 
water gathered yesterday was 
10 times more radioactive than 
rain water gathered the day 
before although far from being 
dangerous. 
The bureau predicted con­ 
tamination would continue to 
increase in the next few days.

TODAY’S EDITORIAL 
No New Taxes, Balanced 
Budget Sound Good 


It was exceedingly pleasing to hear 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown tell assembled 
big-wigs in Sacramento that “there will 
be no request for new taxes in the budg­ 
et which I submit to the next session 
of the legislature." 


He also promised a balanced budget. 
Being an election year, it was most 
likely that every effort would be made 
to avoid new taxes in 1962. But there 
had been well-founded rumors that a 
100 million dollar deficit was in the off­ 
ing if new demands on the taxpayers 
were not made. 


The governor scotched these rumors 
“unequivocally.” He charged the estim­ 
ates were “plucked false from the air.'’ 
and he complained that his critics “can't 
seem to decide whether to complain of 
surpluses or deficits." 


This we don’t understand. 
We re­ 
serve the right to complain about both, 
Governor Brown. We don’t have to de­ 
cide whether we favor surpluses or 
deficits. 


As we understand the role of state 
government, it should be run without 
profit— no surpluses— and without go- 
into debt— no deficits. When you 
mg 


run up surpluses, governor, you are 
charging the taxpayers too much for 
the services they are getting. 
If you 
have a deficit, you are passing on to the 
next group of taxpayers some of the 
costs that should be paid today. 
State government is not an agency 
which should pile up great reserves, 
taxpayers’ money just sitting there do­ 
ing nothing. Much better it should be 
in the taxpayers’ pockets, in circulation 
improving the whole of the economy 
of the state and thus directly improving 
the government's financial position as 
well. 
But, Governor, whether the “no new 
taxes, a balanced budget" pledge is a 
re-election gimmick or not, we like it. 
Forced into this position by political 
necessity, your department heads may 
be better able to follow the lead of your 
late director of motor vehicles in mak­ 
ing substantial savings in department 
operations without reducing service to 
the public. Whenever fat is cut from 
the body politic, the public benefits. 
We agree with you, Governor Brown, 
that “regardless of party, we must join 
to insist on honest estimates and equit­ 
able financing of the state's operations.”

It's said that he has the final 
say on who is named to what 
federal position and it’s said 
also that this has upset Gov­ 
ernor Brown and Sen. Clair 
Engle more than somewhat. 
In 
the 
legislature, 
“Big 
Daddy” Unruh has used his 
muscle w i t h o u t much re­ 
straint. 
So it's true that many peo­ 
ple are fearful, if not awed 
by Unruh and, if through 
nothing more than wishful 
thinking, are glad to pass 
along the stories of an alleged 
loss of power by him. 


THE STORY making the 
rounds now is that Assembly­ 
man Gordon H. Winton, Jr., 
(D-Merced) now’ has 38 votes 
pledged to him and is finding 
quite a few other assembly­ 
men sitting on the fence and 
ready to jump if he can show 
them they would make up the 
necessary 
majority 
of 
40 
votes needed. 
Winton's name has been 
mentioned for the speaker­ 
ship before but, until recent­ 
ly, not too much attention was 
paid to it. However, his sup­ 
porters now have some theo­ 
ries which make good capitol 
gossip, whether or not they 
will stand up when the votes 
are counted. 
The v o t i n g , incidentally, 
could come in early October. 
Previously, a vacancy in the 
office of speaker between ses­ 
sions would have been filled 
by the speaker pro tempore. 
But Unruh’s supporters se­ 
cured 
passage 
of 
a 
rule 
change t6ward the end of the 
1961 session, requiring the 
membership to gather in Sac­ 
ramento in event of a vacancy 
and elect a new speaker. 
Winton supporters c l a i m 
the Unruh drive has fallen 
down 
for several reasons. 
They say too many people, 
including 
s o m e 
statewide 
Democratic officers, and a 


number of local party work­ 
ers, are afraid of Unruh. They 
note too that the bureaucracy 
of state government generally 
is afraid of Unruh because he 
has tread on many of their 
bureaucratic traditions. 


ALSO, THEY SAY, Unruh 
is believed to have promised 
all of the committee chair­ 
manship already. Unruh nev­ 
er has made any bones about 
his modus operandi, which is 
to have something the other 
man w'ants and to make a 
trade. 
Thus a number of assem­ 
blymen feel the choice com­ 
mittee jobs already have been 
promised and there’s nothing 
left over for them but grati­ 
tude. Winton reportedly has 
made 
no 
commitments 
of 
committee posts so t h e i r 
choice is to stay with Unruh 
where they are almost cer­ 
tain to get nothing, or to go 
with Winton where it’s still 
wide open. 


THEY POINT to the fact 
that Unruh has been calling 
members to ask them to re­ 
main on his team and that a 
third speaker candidate may 
be set up in the future to at­ 
tempt to find the anti-Unruh 
support and split it. All of 
this, they say, points to a 
showing of weakness by the 
strongman. 


In any event, it should be 
an interesting sp eak ersh ip 
election. Quite a number of 
assemblymen are going to run 
for congress; a number of 
others will face nearly certain 
defeat in 1962 because of the 
reshuffling of their districts. 
Thus a number of them will 
have little or nothing to lose 
in the speakership voting, so 
who knows which way they’ll 
jump?

WASHINGTON — Former 
Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon has just completed a 
Washington 
reconnaissance. 
With no significant excep­ 
tions, the local Republican 
elders advised Nixon to run 
for governor of California. 
Some added that Nixon’s 
position of leadership in the 
party would be sadly under­ 
mined if he ducked the gov­ 
ernorship race. 
The competition, from Dem­ 
ocratic Gov. Pat Brown, is at 
present expected to be fairly 
lackadaisical. Yet the advice 
Nixon got in Washington, al­ 
though similar to the advice 
he has been getting in Cali­ 
fornia, was decidedly unpal­ 
atable to him. 
He does not want to run for 
the governorship, partly be­ 
cause the office itself does 
not irresistibly attract him, 
and partly because he wrould 
naturally like to wait a little 
longer before making another 
hard race. 


YET IT APPEARS likely 
that the reluctant Nixon will 
finally announce his guberna­ 
torial candidacy when his self­ 
set deadline comes in the 
middle of this month. 
Thus one of the major ele­ 
ments in the coming Republi­ 
can pattern appears to be 
about to jell. 
As to element number two, 
the situation of Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York can 
be considered as having jelled 
already, barring a political 
miracle to reverse the pres­ 
ent outlook. 


ROCKEFELLER IS virtual­ 
ly certain to win re-election 
by a good majority, if only for 
want of effective opposition. 
He just may make an import­ 


ant gain from the moon-struck 
mayoralty fight in New York. 
As for the Republican pat­ 
tern’s third and last major 
element, Sen. Barry Goldwa- 
ter’s desire to impose an all- 
out Southern-oriented strat­ 
egy on his party has been ex­ 
amined in yesterday’s report. 
But this is not the end of the 
Gold water story. 
Another important chapter 
could be glimpsed during one 
of Goldwater’s recent visits 
to California. Here an avowed 
member of the neo-Fascist 
John Birch Society, youthful 
Rep. John Russelot, is threat­ 
ening to challenge moderate 
Republican Sen. T h o m a s 
Kuchel in the party primary. 
Russelot’s chances to beat 
Kuchel appear to be minimal. 
Kuchel is Goldwater’s col­ 
league and deputy Senate 
leader. 
And 
Gold water 
is 
chairman of the Republican 
Senatorial Campaign Commit­ 
tee. Hence a word from Gold- 
water favoring Kuchel ought 
to have been a matter of 
course. He was pressed to 
say this word. Yet he refrain­ 
ed quite ostentatiously from 
doing so. 


GOLDWATER IN fact hopes 
to be helped by the victories 
of Goldwater-type 
Republi­ 
cans, 
just 
as 
Rockefeller 
hopes to be helped by vic­ 
tories of Republicans of the 
Rockefeller 
type. 
Further­ 
more, while Goldwater has 
little chance of this kind of 
outcome in California, be has 
an excellent chance in other 
parts of the country. 
If this happens, Goldwater 
will be a third formidable 
contender. And his emergence 
as a serious candidate will add 
violent ideological inflamma­ 
tion to the coming oomeat.

Politician 
Joe Hanley 
Dies At 85 


PERRY, N Y. 
—Preacher- 
politician Joe R. Hanley, de­ 
feated only once in 24 years! 
for an elective office, died yes­ 
terday in a n u r s i n g home 
where he had been for three 
years. He was 85. 
Hanley spent the last seven 
years of his political life under 
the shadow of former Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey. As Lieuten- 
ant governor, it was his job to : 
run the state while Dewey was 
campaigning for the presidency 
in 1944 and 1948. 
Hanley had been ill for three j 
years. Last March he suffered 
a heart attack while on vaca­ 
tion in Florida. He had been 
under close supervision since. 
Born in Davenport. Iowa. 
May 30, 1876. Hanley received 
his law degree from the Iowa 
University Law School and was 
admitted to the Iowa bar in 
1899. 
He moved to this Wyoming 
County community in 1924 as 
a minister at the Brick Presby­ 
terian Church. Two years later 
he left the pulpit to begin four 
years in the state assembly. In 
1931 he was elected to the 
state senate and became presi­ 
dent pro tern of the senate in 
1939.

5,000 Men

A force of 5.000 men fought 
for the fourth day today to 
contain an outburst of forest,

length of California. 


More than 150.000 acres have 
been burned over since Satur­ 
day in 170 fires that flared 
from San Diego in the south 
more than 700 miles to the 
north. 
Forestry officials said dam­ 
ages would run to millions of 
dollars. 
More than 150 structures, in­ 
cluding a high school gym. pri­ 
vate homes and a saw mill, 
have been gutted. Five persons 
died from fire-connected caus­ 
es. The victims included two I 
motorists, the pilot of a chemi­ 
cal bombing plane and two per- i 
sons who died from heart at­ 
tacks.

River resort i 
area was hard hit as 6,000 for-; 
est acres burned around the 
town of Guerneville. About 80,-1 
000 acres of brush and range 
land were blackened to the 
south and east near Travis Air 
Force Base. 
Two areas still threatened, 
today were around Kelsey and 
Sutter Creek in the Mother 
Lode country. 
Kelsey 
was

Saturday, 
when the fire roared through 
the mountain town from its 
sawmill 
starting 
point 
and 
burned out seven houses. Yes­ 
terday the flames came back, 
driven by a perverse wind, and 
burned out three more. To 
date, 10,000 acres have been 
burned. 
In Amador County south of 
Kelsey, a fire that already has 
engulfed 30.000 acres threat­ 
ened the town of Volcano, 
where 500 fire fighters hoped 
for cooler temperatures and a 
break in the wind that has 
blown for three days.

My answer is none at all.

Years ago doctors said moth­ 
ers should feed their babies 
on a rigid four hour schedule, 
no matter how much t h e y 
cried. Some even said that cry­ 
ing was the way babies exer­ 
cised. Now they know better. 
Healthy happy babies don’t cry 
very much. Their baby wails 
are distress signals. Something 
is wrong. Their mothers should 
try to find the causes and elimi­ 
nate them. 


When he is 3 years old your 
boy can be spoiled, easily. Then 
you’ll want to have rules. You’ll 
need to enforce them. If you 
give in very often you'll be 
sorry. B u t at 2 months he 
should be indulged. He needs 
to learn that he is safe in the 
world, that you love him and 
will protect him. Teach him 
not to be afraid of life. Such 
lessons are basic to mental 
health and are not the most 
important 
ones 
you’ll 
ever 
teach him. 


Ignore your mother-in-law’s 
advice.

What is the best way to make 
a 
room 
look 
new,

answer may be wall fabrics. 
From the ceiling down, wall 
coverings impart a just-moved* 
in newness housewives love. 
Their colors don’t fade as 
easily as wall paints and if 
you’re in the market for easy- 
care 
walls 
this 
season, 
it’s 
vinyl-coated wall fabric will 
do. Scuff - resistant, it wipes 
clean in a jiffy. Your walls will 
look better longer. 
Latest fabrics are pre-pasted. 
They need only sponge-mois­ 
tening to apply. 
It’s what's underneath that 
counts, if you want your fabric 
to stick flat and close indefi­ 
nitely. It’s easy to prepare your 
walls—with a little know-how. 
It is a great temptation w hen 
a covering has substance, to 
let it cover the tiny cracks in 
a wall that require mending 
But don’t try it that way—it 
won’t give you a good job. 
If you plan to apply your 
vinyl-coated fabric to walls in 
the kitchen you probably have 
a grease problem to contenc 
v/ith. Wash greasy wall sur­ 
faces with an ammonia solu 
tion. Follow with clear water 
and dry. 
Old 
paint, 
of course, can 
stay . . . but where painted sur 
faces are glossy, dull them with 
a paint and varnish softener, 
steel wool or sandpaper. 
Now to tackle the cracks. Big 
or small. Take the time to fil 
them in with patching plaster 
or spackling compound. All but 
the largest repaired spots wi 
be dry enough in a few minutes 
to be sandpapered smooth. Anc 
now your wall is patched, clean 
and ready for its beauty treat 
ment. 
You don’t need to be an ex 
pert to do a tidy job of covering 
your walls with fabric. Put all 
your effort into the first strip 
you apply, then all the others 
will fall into proper place. 
Do 
what 
the 
professional 
wall coverers like to do. Start 


at a door or window to make 
the job easier. 
They cut the fabric a few 
inches longer than necessary, 
unrolling strips alongside each 
other to make sure the pattern 
matches when they cut it. Ama­ 
teurs should cut all the strips 
needed for an entire wall be­ 
fore attempting to apply the 
first strip. 
It is at this point the one 
messy 
step 
in 
old-fashioned 
wall covering has been elimi­ 
nated. No paste pot. All you 
need is a bucket of water and a 
arge 
sponge, 
a 
wide, 
soft 
brush, scissors, and a sturdy 
adder. 
Men know what a 
plumb 
ine is— and why you have to 
start with one— but chances are 
there may be ladies vague on 
this subject. A plumb line is 
the straight-up-and-down mark 
you need to get your wall fab­ 
ric on properly. 
From the door or window 
you’ve chosen for a starting 
point, measure a distance to 
one side as wide as your fabric 
strip. At this distance, tie a 
fork or other weight to a string 
on the wall at a point near the 
ceiling. Let it dangle while you 
go to your water sponge and 
the first strip of fabric. 
Moistening the strip, line up 
the side of it with your plumb 
line . . . with a little overlap at 
the ceiling. Brush it to the wall, 
top to bottom.. 
Crease the wall fabric into 
the ceiling joint with scissors. 
Pull it away from the wall just 
enough to permit cutting along 
the crease line. 
Follow the 
same 
procedure 
around 
the 
doors and window's. (And you 
can 
remove the plumb line 
after the first strip is up.) 
The edge of the first strip is 
your 
guide 
for 
succeeding 
strips. Each new strip should 
be tightly butted against the 
last. Open seams may be butted 
by pushing the strips together 
with your hands before the ad­ 
hesive sets.

Offered At School 


For All Students 


Milk, important in the diet 
of growing children, it is made 
readily available to school chil­ 
dren at lower-than-home cost 
for between meals and for 
lunchtime 
drinking. 
This 
is 
done under the Special School 
Milk Program authorized by an 
Agricultural Act of Congress 
in 1954. This program h a s 
steadily increased in appropria­ 
tions and usefulness since that 
time. 


California led the nation last 
year in the number of schools 
participating 
in 
the 
special 
school milk program and the 
volume of milk used, according 
to a report of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture Market­ 
ing Service. The report reveal­ 
ed that 6.061 California schools 
served 266,000 half pints of 
milk to the school children. 


Purpose of the Special Milk 
Program is to increase the con­ 
sumption of milk by children 
in schools of high school grades 
and under by making milk 
more readily available to more 
students at low'er cost. 


The law requires that each 
dollar of Federal funds dis­ 
bursed by State agencies to 
schools must be matched by 
three dollars from sources with­ 
in the state if the per capita 
income in the State equals or 
exceeds the national average. 
Our state’s income is w e l l 
above the average.
